He is bound, if he consults the interests of his 
stockholders, to adopt all proper means to familiarize himself wtth the condi- 
tion of the Banks of other States—with the principles and modifications of new 
Banks, and with the financial condition of the several States of this Unien, 
especially those under suspension.

In the foregoing Table, we are enabled to give a more complete and more 
correct list of the Bank Capital of States and cities, than has ever been published 
before. This information has been obtained only by direct application to the 
Banks of the several States , to whom we now take leave to make our acknow- 
ledgements for the items furnished by them; especially our Bank correspon- 
dents in Ohio, North and South Carolina, Maryland, Tennessee, Georgia, and 
Michigan. In those States there is no adequate provision made by the Legis- 
latures to publish in a condensed or tabular form the returns of the Banks in 
their limits. We have therefore been compelled to procure the information now 
in our columns, from individual sources.

The six per cent. bonds of the state, irredeemable for a period of twenty 
years, and afterwards at the pleasure of the general assembly would, in our 
own markets, command a premjum of five per cent. The rate of interest in 
England is only 3 1-2 per cent. and frequently much lower. The appointment 
of an agent whose duty should be to open a correspondence and negotiation for 
a six per cent. loan, by a proper exhibit of the debt and resources of the state, 
and the purpose of such loan, might, under favorable circumstances, enable the 
treasurer to sell the state bonds at a premium of 15 or 20 percent. The money 
obtained from such loan to be applied to the payment of that portion of the 
public debt which the Legislature has the right now to redeem. Sound policy 
requires that course in pref to a direct payment from the treasury or by 
a sinking fund. The rate of interest is constantly falling in a new country as 
capital accumulates. The credit of the punctual states will regularly rise as 
European capitalists learn to discriminate between the different members of our 
confederacy ; as our Union increases in wealth, commerce and power; as the 
rapid improvements in steam navigation shall] increase the intercourse between 
Europe and America—obliterating old prejudices, and diffusing sound intelli- 
gence and correct information of our civil and political institutions.

In case the first volume shall be authorized, the publisher will follow ity 
annually, so as to present a series of official Reports from year to year, shew} 
the progress of each State.
